Twice a day they learned 
plays, ran, hit and drilled in the sum- 
mer’s heat. Led by co-captains Doug 
Tumer and Junior Lambert, the team 
won a scrimmage over Lee High and 
dropped one to Patrick Henry. 

Joining Coaches Vincent Gilmer 
and Bob Alford was Zack Broadaway, 
who filled the position left by Ray 
Heatwole. The latter two coaches 
took charge of the linemen, while 
Mr. Gilmer instructed the backs. 

With team strength emphasized 
rather than individual efforts, the 
Knights won the first six games of 
the season. Against a tough rival, 
Harrisonburg, the deadlocked score 
was broken by the Knight’s running 
attack, initiated by Greg Harper’s 
long punt return. : 

Battling undefeated Lexington, 
the squad played with a will which 
kept the halftime score tied at 14. 
However, the Lexington team roared 
back in the second half to add 24 
more points. Since the early years 
of Turner Ashby football, no oppo- 
nent had ever scored so decisively 
against a Knight team.

college work. Team Analysis, which 
was taught by Mr. Riner and Mrs. 
Fleck, emphasized functions, trig- 
onometry, and logarithms. Calculus 
students, who spent their summer 
studying Analysis, worked on a non- 
graded basis.

Dissecting cats was a first this year 
for senior biology students along 
with their study of cat morphology. 
During human physiology study they 
visited Madison College to see the 
cadavers. Visiting scientists informed 
students on a wide range of topics, 
such as human sexuality and popula- 
tion dynamics. 

This year, biology students visited 
Silver Lake and Massanutten Gap on 
field trips. The tour of Massanutten 
Gap included a biology and geology 
tour. The biology group went

through the forest and recognized 
different trees, plants, and_ birds. 
The geology group observed the 
physical features of the gap and dis- 
cussed the reasons for its formation. 

Physics students studied such 
topics as mechanics and electro- 
magnetism.

Projects, skits, and 
demonstrations in which students 
participated, helped reinforce ma- 
terials learned.
